Considerable money has been expend 
ed in the establishm ent pf a station aud 
the navy departm ent w ill point out that 
the government will lose a great deal ol 
money if it is forced perm anently to stir 
render the island to the m arine hospital 
service.

At Fredericksburg also 
is the home of the motlier of W ashing 
ton, still intact an d a monument erected 
by tho Daughters of the Revolution. 
H eie, to o , Captain John Smith anchored 
his little bark and fought Indians in 
KIOS, anil w ithin sight of tho city wa* 
born W ashington. Monroe, Jefferson, 
tho Lees of both t h e rev >lut 7 -nai v and 
civil wars, and Zachary Taylor. 
The report adds that in Virginia th* 
great war began and ended, aud not an 
acre of this soil where more men fell 
than all other battlefields, has yet been 
dedicated as a national ]>ark.

W ashington. March 20.—Two meas 
urea of national imperia nee and many ol 
slightly lesser interest were passed by 
the senate yesterday.

president of three commissioners to ad­ 
judicate and settle claims of citizens o) 
the U nited States against Spain, growr 
ing out of

also passed without opposition.

sum of .$50,000 annually is appropriated 
for tho expenses of the commission.
